The general membership meeting of the ARCEC 
was Called to order by club president Paul 
Rios, KC6QLS at 1900hrs. 

SECRETARY’S REPORT: as published in the 
Counterpoise was approved with one 
correction. The Education report was given by 
Mike, NGOPH. Mike reported that he will 
begin the class next Tuesday at 1900hrs at 
222 West Madison Ave. in El Cajon.

TREASURER’S REPORT: was read by Mike, 
N6OPH as Susan is absent due to illness. The 
report was approved as read and filed for 
audit.

After the break, the meeting continued.

The revisions of the by-laws were approved 
with one negative vote.

Paul also 
reported that the Counterpoise is going well 
and that more people are needed for the “Spot 
Light.”

Did you read recently where the little 5 year old son 
of Beth, KE5AJ O had been listening to the code 
practice of Beth and her husband who is also a ham? 
The parents were using a keyer practicing sending 
CQ’s and signing their callsigns. The little fellow sat 
there intently listening. Presently, the parents took a 
break and left the room only to be called back by the 
sounds of Morse Code sending out CQ CQ CQ. They 
looked in and saw the five year old on the keyer 
sending the CQ’s. 


Whether or not the above is actually true, Morse Code 
is something that we all can pick up. Recently it has 
been fun to sit in on a couple of Morse Code practice 
sessions with a good number of stations in east 
county on CW. We have been meeting on 50.090 MHz.

15. Two- Ton Hydraulic Engine Hoist: A handy tool for 
testing the tensile strength of bolts and fuel lines you 
forgot to disconnect. 

16. Craftsman 1/ 2 X 16-I nch Screwdriver: A large 
motor mount prying tool that inexplicably has an 
accurately machined screwdriver tip on the end 
without the handle.

Land Use Housing Committee 
vs. Legisiative Oversight Committee 


Mike Maston and | attended and spoke at the Land Use and Housing Committee Meeting today. It turned out to be 
good that we attended and spoke because 2 of my neighbors attended and spoke against the matter. They came 
equipped with 2 blowup 18" x 24" beautiful pictures [1 thought so] of my tower and an “Antenna Be Gone” sign. My 
neighbors did concede at council that the antenna was useful for public service and emergency work and that my 
permit was legal. They do not care how many lives it saved in Katrina. They just do not like the way it looks and 
want it to be gone. 


Mike, as Chairman of SANDARC, quite eloquently represented the interests of the more than 3,500 ham residents of 
the City and all of us owe a vote of thanks to Mike for his efforts. | spoke on behalf of ARES and the Emergency 
Services we provide to the City. 


After politely listening to both sides, LU&H adopted the Mayor’s recommendation not to include the matter in the 
Fiscal 2006 -2007 operational budget for Planning, Building and Development. This does not mean that it is dead, 
but j ust postponed for about 2 years. Time being a great healer, it may just go away. 


After the meeting Mike and! buttonholed Amanda Lee, the senior planner, who works under Kelley Broughton and 
who had been specifically tasked with coming up with new ordinances. We specifically asked where the new 
directive to leave ham radio antennas alone came from. She said it came directly from the Mayor’s offices and 
confirmed that “someone” [I believe it was Tuck Miller] got the Mayor to pay attention to the issue and that the 
Mayor came to the conclusion that the City did not need to change all antenna ordinances just because a couple of 
LaJ olla Fat Cats wanted an antenna removed from their street. 


We got lucky. We got caught with our pants down. We were not prepared for these attacks on Ham Radio and 
almost lost our rights. We, who preach emergency preparedness, were not prepared. 


Although we seem to have dodged this bullet for the time being, SANDARC is still going forward with the 
establishment of a Legislative Oversight Fund so that there will be money available to hire lawyers the next time 
these types of issues arise.. AND there definitely will be a next time... 


This time we did not have funds in hand to hire lawyers so we had the Poway Massacre and the San Diego Antenna 

Ordinance Debacle. We ran around after the fact trying to plug a hole in the dike after the dike breached. 
Fortunately for us, a mountain, called Katrina and Tuck’s trolley, fell on the gap in San Diego and plugged the leak. 
We still have Poway to deal with. 


We will not be so lucky the next time. Unfortunately these types of attacks on Ham Radio happen every couple of 
years here in San Diego County. You never know who among us will be the next victim of nasty neighbors or 
overzealous bureaucrats. Based on discussions with attorneys, we project that the fund will need about $11,000 to 
mount a proper defense. We figure there are about 2,000 active hams in the County. At even $5 a piece we would 
easily make our goals. 


From Mike and my discussions with the City Planners, the fact that there will now be fund available to fight them 
will in itself be a major deterrent to them even trying this type of punitive nonsense again. 


So we really need to raise the funds so that we can be ready for the next attack

6. Rummage Sale: Another new event this year 
designed to raise money for our club.
